Ever 
g@ince the Dutch people’s enthusiasm has 
been manifesting itself by flag flying, fire- 
works and general merrymaking. In many 
villages the whole population have gathered 
daily to sing hymns and offer prayer. Pub- 
licly happiness over the royal young couple 
is remarkable. 

Few of the Holland people, even the en- 
lightened classes, seem to know anything 
abeut Wilhelmina’s love chosen fiance. 
The announcement of her betrothal was so 
unexpected that only a few photographs 
of her flance could-be found. These have 
beer multiplying fast, but even now many 
Dutchmen jo not know how the future 
consort looks. They know their (beloved 
girl queen, having successfully resisted all 
pressure, ev*n covert intimidation, folled 
the combined &fforts of European courts, 
snapped her fingers at the timorous advice 
and diplomatic precedents, now marries in 
happiness, having kept her word not to per- 
mit the trading of her womanhood because 
she was a queen and never to give her hand 
without her heart. 


Story of the 
Lovemaking. 


Details of the courting are gradually 
becoming known. Duke Henri, who is an 
officer in the Prussian Guards at Pots- 
dam, was first presented when Wilhelmina 
was visiting the Kaiser there last year. 
He had little opportunity to speak to her 
that day, being a comparatively small per- 
gsonage among the brilliant assemblage, 
ybut next morning a slight accident hap- 
pened to the Queen's carriage.

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Notorious Ex-Convict, Now Leading an 
Honest Life, Declares New Hamp- 
shire Governor Granted a Se- 
cret Pardon to Shinburn 
in Return for In- 
formation. 
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NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Certain mysteries 
fn the career of Max Shinburn, king of | 
bank burglars, mysteries which have baf- | 
fied skilled detectives for more than 3) | 
years, are now laid bare by a former lieu- 
tenant of this arch criminal, who tells also, 
of a secret pardon granted years ago. 

This man, whose statement thus clears 
up puzzling problems in crime, is now liv- 
ing in this city, atoning for a criminal | 
past by hard and honest work under an 
assumed name. 

As “George Bliss’’ he was the notorious 
Shinburn’s right-hand man in daring bur- 
glaries that yielded plunder estimated by 
those who should know at close to $3,000,- 


000. 

Shinburn in 1865 looted a savings bank at 
Walpole, N. H., and, with Bliss, was cap- 
tured. He escaped from the Keene jail the 
first night after his serttence, leaving a 10- 
year term unserved. Three years later he 
Was recaptured in Vermont, extradited to 
New Hampshire, and locked up in the Con- 
cord Penitentiary. From there he escaped 
with marvelous ease, and now, after ; 
lapse of more than 30 years, he is a prisoner 
at Plattsburg, demanded by New Hamp- 
shire upon that old unserved sentence. 

Shinburn, nearly 70 years old and grow- 
ing feeble, has just completed a long term 
in Clinton Prison and ts fighting desperate- 
ly: against the extradition which can mean 
for him only death behind prison walls. 


Most Daring 

on Record. 

Of Shinburn’s two New Hampshire es- 
capes ex-Supt. Byrnes wrote that they 
stand among the wonders of the criminal 
world. Reckoned as the most dangerous 
criminal alive—having under a dozen alias: s 
stolen millions of dollars, evaded countless 
pursuits and broken out of a dozen prisons, 
ana having fairly won his title—‘‘King of 
cracksmen,’’—of all his exploits Thomas 
Byrnes, the once famous agent chief of 
New York, gave his New Hampshire ex- 
ploits first place... 

George RBiiss lifts the veil of mystery in 
the following remarkable statement: 

“IT now make the facts in my possession 
public,’”’ said he, “simply because it is my 
duty to do so. It is in justice to old Max 
Shinburn that 1 speak.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Abdel Karin, Prince of 
Egypt and high priest of the cult of “Truth 
Knowers,’’ has disappeared.

THE ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 


In the English parliamentary elections the Unionist-Tory 
party won 380 seats and the Liberals only 187 seats—an ap- 
parently overwhelming majority in favor of the ministry 
and its policy of subjugating the Boers. 

But the Sunday Post-Dispatch’s cable from London today 
shows that this tremendous majority of seats does not fairly 
represent the sentiments of the British voters. Out of a total 
vote of 4,416,803 the Unionist majority is about 300,000. The 
people of England are almost equally divided on the ques- 
tion, although the Unionists secured more than twice as 
many members as the Liberals. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent cites the figures as 
an illustration of the curious working of the British electoral 
system, but they have a significance beyond that. They show 
that despite the stimulus of actual war and the appeal to na- 
tional pride nearly half of the people of Great Britain condemn 
the Boer war and. the imperialistic policy of the present goy- 
ernment. There ts strong hope of the checking of British ag- 
gression by the British people when the atmosphere clears up.

SPELLING AND PUNCTUATION. 


Are These Necessary Branches of 
Learning Properly “aught in Our 
Schools? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Northwestern University aft Chicagu 
recently held examinations for admission 
into the freshman class. There were 191 
students in the class for examination and 
of this number only 26 passed. Those who 


failed did so on the examination in spell- | 


The examination in 
spelling consisted of 150 
and in grammar there was one 
to be punctuated and capitalized. The ap- 
plicants for examination came from 17 
high schools, academies and other second- 
ary schools in Chicago and vicinity. 
of the students had diplomas and appeared 
to be weil enough versed in the higher 
branches, but in spelling and grammar they 
were woefully deticient. In the spelling ex- 
amination the errors ranged from 1 to 58,

of failures being 28. The passing line in 
the examination was 20 errors. In the sen- 
tence given to punctuate only 43 out of 191 
did it correctly. 

Referring to this deficiency in English, 
Prof. Clark who fills the chair of English 
at the Northwestern University, said: 

It would be very unfair to infer from these 
Statisti:s that the secondary schoos from which 
our sttMients come are particularily responsible 
for this sericus and obvious defect in the pre- 
liminary training of our young people. It be- 
gius further back than that, growing out of 
the wrong use of the word method aml the pho- 
netic method in first teaching the child to spell. 

(hur grammar schools give time enough to the 
subject to make good spellers of most of their 
pupils, but the trouble is with the method. Give 
us back the analytie method, retaining the other 
methods for beginners with monosylab es. suru 
most af the spelling books and drill each pupil 
on those words which he is likely to misspell, 
and we shall bave a spelling reform that is both 
practical and useful. Let the teacher discover 
the orthographical sins of each individual pu- 
pil, then let each be drilled only on the words 
op Which he needs drill. I do not bedieve in 
the soundness of the excuses often tendered that 
this or the other pergon can never learn to spell.

Th charter of Kansas City authorizes a 
city tax, but as that city Is a part of Jack- 
son County, a county tax of 55 pew cent is 
levied. The constitutional Hmit of the tax 
rate is the same for St. Louis and Kansas 

City, that is, $1 on the hundred, but in Kan- 
sas City county expenses are paid by a 
county tax, while in St. Louis county ex- 
penses are paid out of the city revenue tax, 
and this is further reduced to 98 cents by the 
subtraction of the library tax of 2 cents. 
Mr Judson quotes the statement of the city 
comptroller of St. Louls that since the 
adoption of the scheme and charter in 1877, 
the net amount expended for county pur- 
poses as distinct from city purposes proper 
is over $16,000,000. Mr. Judson thinks it very 
improbable that any proposition for increas- 
ing taxation would be favorably considered 
by the voters. ‘There seems no way, there- 
fore, for relief of the city from its financial 
embarrassment, except in a constitutional 
amendment which would authorize the city 
to issue bonds for the purpose, not only of 
completing public buildings, but also for 
other necessary public Improvements of a 
permanent character.

NLLED HIM 


Charles F. Woessner’s Des- 
perate Drunken Frenzy. 


HIS WIFE WAS A_ SUICIDE. 


OBJECTED TO HIS DAUGHTER RE-

Last Night They Quarreled, and Woess- 
uer Being Drunk Fired Thfee 


Shots at Her and a Fourth 
Into His Ear. 


In‘a fit of rage # his 16-year-old daugh- 
ter, Charles F. Woessner of 2307 Cherokee 
etreet fired three futile shots at the girl 
last night and followed the fusilade with a 
suicidal shot which accomplished its pur- 
pose almost instantly. 

Woessner, who had been a widower since 
his wife committed suicide three years ago, 
had forbidden his daughter, Alma, to re- 
ceive company. It was over the girl's real 
or fancied disobedience to his commands 
that the family trouble arose which ended in 
the attempted murder and the accomplished 
suicide. 

Alma is the oldest of Woessner's four 
children. The voungest is aged 9. The care 
of the family fell upon the girl, while the 
father pursued his trade as a brushmaker. 
She sought relaxation during her 
leisure in the society of those of her own 
age. In this her father saw nothing but 
mischief and he forbade her to have any- 
thing to do with her young friends. 

When Woessner came home last night he 
had been drinking heavily. The old com- 


and the girl resented some of her father's 
remarks. The frenzied man reached for 
his revolver and fired three times at the 
girl, who stood crying for mercy in a cor- 


ner. Then, mistaking the tones of fear for | 
those of pain and believing that he had shot | 


his daughter, Woessner turned the weapon 
upon himself and sent a bullet into his right 
ear. 
Private Watchman Henry Roseman heard 
the four shots and ran to the house. He 
called Dr. P. R. Konzeimann of 2134 Gravois | 
avenue. When the physician arrived Woess- | 
ner was dead. 
On Oct. 23, 1897, Mrs. Lena Woessner, the | 
wife of the suicide, committed suicide by | 
swallowing carbolic acid. Domestic trouble | 
was a®migned as the reason for her act. 
Mrs. Woessner was then 33 years old.

BEGINS HIS CHANCELLORSHIP 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 


BERLIN, Oct. 20.—Count Von Buelow’s 
accession to the Imperial Chancellorship 
and Prince Hohenlohe's retirement still 
form the all-absorbing topics here. Con- 
cerning the precise character of the scenes 
in Homburg leading to the retirement of 
Prince Hohenlohe, no authentic statement 
has as yet appeared, nor probably will any 
appear. Private accounts differ. The gen- 
eral impression now is that Prince Hohen- 
lohe’s leaving office was not entirely vol- 
untary, although Emperor William did 
everything to ‘‘sugar the pill’’ to the totter- 
ing old man, whom until the last he dubbed 
“Uncle Chlodwig’’ and addressed with the 
familiar ‘‘Thou.”

At the best Von Buelow, like 
Bismarck, will only be able to make poli- 
tics “Von fall zu-fall’’ (literally, from case 
to case—meaning that the new chancellor 
will act on each case as it comes up.) «in 
other words, he will not follow a general 
political program, but will be unfettered. 

Count Von Buelow will retain the foreign 
office portfolio and the chancellorship, like 
the late Prince Bismarck.

PART OF UNIVERSITY GROUP 


ADOLPHUS BUSCH HAD DONATED 


. $100,000. 


Director Charles Nagel Delivered the 


Address in the Presence of 500 
Distinguished Citizens 
of St. Louis, 
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In the presence of 500 men and women the 
corner-stone of Busch Hall, one of the 
group of splendid buildings that. will con- 
stitute the new Washington University, 
was laid by Charles Nagel yesterday after- 


oon. 
mr he building fs the gift of Adolphus 
Busch, who donated $100,000, to be expended 
in erecting and equipping it. | 

Though several of the buildings are in 
course of construction, this is the first of 
the group whose corner-stone has been 
laid. It will be devoted exclusively to 
chemistry under the terms of the donation. 
When completed it will be 291 feet long 
and 52 feet wide and.will occupy the south- 
east corner of the main quadrangle. It will 
be constructed especially with a view to la- 
boratory work and will be unique among 
buildings of its kind, in that no student 
while making his experiments can possibly 
be more than 12 feet from a window. 

The ceremonies attending the laying of 
the corner-stone yesterday afternoon at- 
tracted many of the most prominent citti- 
zens of St. Louis. For nearly an 
there was a steady stream of fashionable 
vehicles along the winding road to the top 
of the elevation which the new university 
will occupy just west of Forest Park. Fac- 
ing Busch Hall en the north side two plat- 
forms had been erected, one for the general 
public and the other for the students. : 

After an invocation by Rev. John W. 
Day, Chancellor Chaplin explained the pro- 
ected plan of the building and introduced 

fr. Charles Nagel, one of the directors of 
the university, who had been chosen to lay 
the corner-stone. 


Director Nagel’s 
Eloquent Speech. 

Mr. Nagel spoke in part as follows: 

We have assembled here to lay this corner store, 
by this simple ceremony to express our hope in 
the endurance and fitness of this building, an 
our faith in the purposes to which it is to be 
dedicated. 

We trust: that these granite blocks may be 
Bymbolic of its strength. and we have fuith 
that the cause to which it is to be devoted can 
never die. This rock, severed from its layer, io 
Berve as the corner stone, may again be torn 
@way; the building itself may ultimately have 
to go; but the Ideas that inspire it, and that sre 
to receive its shelter, must live from generation 
to generation. Granite may crumble, theory and 
creed may yield, but the cause of education sha)! 
survive as the bope and guide of our race in its 
eternal struggle for light and for freedom. 

This particular building, of which we are today 
to lay the corner stone. will be devoted to chem's- 
try. It is the special tribute of Adolphus Busch 
to that branch of science, which his own experience 
has taught him above all others to value and re- 
Spect. It is his contribution for the promotion of 
@ sfience upon whose intelligent appreciation the 
yublic is found more and more te depend: a science 
n whose service our university has even now to 
record faithful and honorable names. 

And we have a rigfit to say that when the ont- 
lines of the completed structure shall be drawn 
against the sky there will stand upon this spot 
as, proud a monument to the men who have served 
our cauge, G8 great an encouragement to those who 
are to stuceeed, and in every respect as strong a 
bulwark for the freedom and promotton of the gcl- 
ence of chemistry as this great country, witb al! 
its universities, and all its educational institu- 
tions, has to show. 

When these buildings raise their towers into the 
sky, and when they are occupied as they should 
and will be, the subject of universities will no 
longer be discussed anywhere in this country with- 
out naming our city. Let no man mistake this for 
a mere private enterprise or charity. This fs a pub- 
lic factor of inestimable import to the future of 
our city and to the state. This community will have 
to Hve up to the spirit that made these structures 
possible; will have to give active support to that 
spirit and ite cause; for by such testa will be de- 
cided the fate of both the university and the city.

BALISBURY HAS ANOTHER HARD 
JOB AHEAD. 


Bhelving Some of His Present Col- 
leagues to Get New Blood Into the 
Cabinet—Chamberlain and 
Commons Leadership.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Premier Salisbury ts 
anxiously engaged in the delicate operation 
of shelving some of his present colleagues 
to make way for ahi infusion of new blood 
in the cabinet. 

Joseph Chamberlain will be compelled to 
remain as colonial secretary until the South 
African settlement is through with, when 
it is expected that Salisbury will retire Bal- 
four, who will go to the House of Lords, 
leaving Chamberlain as leader in the Com- 
mons. 

Meantime Chamberlain is insisting that 
his son, Austen, present civil lord of ad- 
miralty, be promoted to the Irish chief sec- 
retaryship. 

In the probable event of Gerald Balfour's 
retirement, Salisbury is credited with the 
fntention of making Lord Balfour of Bur- 
leigh, now secretary for Scotland, the war 
minister. Burleigh is a man of mediocre 
standing, but persona grata to Salisbury, 
who would thus direct the army reorganl- 
gation. 

This Arrangement 

Finds Opposition. 

Another arrangement under consideration 
is for Balfour to go to Lords as foreign sec- 
retary, leaving © hamberlain leader of Com- 
mons as first lod of the treasury and co- 
lonial secretary, but Beach, chancellor of 
the exchequer, has a prior claim on the 
leadership in Commons, which it is said he 
will not abate for Chamberlain. 

The new Parliament will not assemble un- 
til February, which tke opposition takes as 
a tacit admission that the October dissolu- 
tion was devised solely to take advantage 
of the waning Khaki feeling and a stale 
register. The cvrious working of the Eng- 
lish @lectoral sy item is illustrated by the 
fact that whervas the aggregate Unionist 
vote cast was 2,560,852 and gave the Union- 
ists 38) members, the aggregate Liberal 
vote of 2,055,951, or one-eighth less, gives 
them only 187 seats. 

The gravity of the Irish situation has 
been pointed out in these dispatches, but 
only now is England waking up to a reali- 
zation of the fact that the next few years 
promise to be among the most stormy 
which have ever marked the history of 
Ireland.

Difference Between Trumps ard No 
Trumps and Some of the Funda- 
mental Principles of Game. 


One of the most important things in bridge 
is the opening lead, yet this part of the 
game is dismissed with a few elementary 
remarks by all writers on the subject. The 
standard English textbook gives instruc- 
tions on tWo leads on.y, both at no-trump,

One authority gives us a broad rule that 
we should adopt the system of leads used In 
whist and known as American.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Coal prices will | 
mever be reduced to the point where they | 


were before the Pennsylvania strike, in the 
opinion of retail coal dealers of this city. 
They say that the strike has permanently 
raised the price of coal at least 50 cents on 


the ton. 

Just before the strike the prices of coal In 
this city were $% a ton for white ash and 
$5.50 for red ash 

The prices today are $6 for white ash and 
$6.50 for-red ash. 

The big retail dealers agree that 
after the readjustment of trade conditiuons | 
and when New York can get all the coal it 
needs the local prices will not go below 
$5.50 for white ash and $6 for red ash. 

New York consumers, in other words, to- 
gether with the consumers of the rest of 
the country, the dealers say, will take the 
role of the coal operators and pay the min- 
ers the advance of 10 per centum they have 
won in their fight for more wages. 

The old theory about the foreigner paying | 
the tax on imported goods was no worse, | 
nor no further from the truth, than the 
view of many persons that the operators 
wil! bear the loss of 10 per cent in the 
production of coal. 

For 30-odd days New York has received 
no coal from the mines. It will not re- 
ceive any for some little time vet. 

The Philadelphia & Reading Coal & Iron 
Co. issued a new price list yesterday, ad- 
vancing the price of all grades of coal 2 
cents a ton over the price list given out on 
Sept. 18, one day after the strike — Ac- 
cording to this latest list, stove coal. which

Search for the body of little George Susan- 
| ka, which the police think may be imbedded 
in the four feet of mud that covers the bot- 
tom of the Comptno Heights reservoir, was 
continued yesterday in the presence of 
thousands of spectators who watched the 


work. 

The search yesterday revealed nothing. 
But a very small part of the bottom of the 
great reservoir has been dredged, and the 

olice and the relatives of the boy who has 
een missing ever since June, 1895, do not yet 
abandon the thought that the body may yet 
be recovered. 

It will be several weeks yet before the 
workmen finish the work of disposing of the 
mud that is in the bottom of the north 
reservoir, where the work is now being 
done. When that is done the south reser- 
voir will be treated to the same operation, 
ane another month will elapse before it is 
one. 
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In a few days the wall between the two 
reservoirs will be so strengthened by mam- 
moth props that it will be safe to fill the 
south reservoir to the brim. Then the 
water will be turned into the t@mporary 
main that surrounds the reservoir and 
large streams will be sent against the mud 
from all directions and it will be floated to 
the siphon in the southeast corner, from 
which it will be pumped into the big sewer 
that is kept constantly flushed and the mud 
will thts be sent back to the river, from 
which it was originally pumped. 

The police will examine the various little 
mounds that dot the bottom of the reservoir 
as soon as the mud hardens sufficiently to 
allow workmen to walk across its surface. 
Now if one were to put his weight upon it 
he would sink in it almost as-easily as 
though it were water. These mounds, the 
police say, are caused by some object set- 
tling in the mud near the surface, and there 
is no telling what will be revealed when 
they are opened.

CHARLES DUDLEY WARNER 
PASSED SUDDENLY AWAY. 


LAID HIM DOWN TO SLEEP 


When an Attempt Was Made to Awak- 
en Him Ten Minutes Later He 
Was Dead. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 20.—Charles 
Dudley Warner died suddenly late this 
afternoon.: He had not been in good health 
for about a year. 

This afternoon he was at lunch at.the 
house of A. C. Dunham, president of the 
Hartford Electric Light Co. The party was 
@ genial one and Mr. Warner was in the 
best of spirits. After luncheon he went 
to the office of the Hartford Courant, of 
which he was editor. From there he went

to the house of Robert Smith, a colored 
man in whose family he had long taken 
a ‘good deal of interest. He complained 
of illness and said he would lie down. He 
gave orders to be awakened in ten minutes, 
When the ten minutes were up he was 
dead. The medical examiner decided that 
heart disease was the cause of death. 

Mr. Warner was 72 years old. He leaves 
a wife and one brother, George H. War- 
mer, who is engaged in literary work and 
whose wife is a sister of William Gillette, 
the actor. 

Mr. Warner’s fame will perhaps rest 
chiefly upon his work as a humorist. lt 
was his quaintly humorous book, ‘‘My Sum- 
mer in a Garden,.’’ which appeared in 
1870. that first called wide attention to his 
abilities. 

The author was born Sept. 12, 1829, at 
Plainfield, Mass. 

He did some magazine writing and spent 
some time with a muryeying party in Mis- 
souri after leaving college, but then adopt- 
ed law as his profession. 

He was an ardent civil service reformer 

nd a vigorous opponent of the policy of

Dean was a hard-working and steady 
man. He also had saved some money. 
They started out in life with prospects 
bright. He worked in a lead factory. The 
»0isonous fumes from the lead soon told on 
is health. He was unable to work and 
their money dwindled away. 

When the street car strike was declared 
Dean was a sympathizer, but he says he 
took no part in any violence. One day there 
was an explosion under a car. Dean was 
near and was arrested. Until last Thurs- 
day he was out on bond. His case came up 
in the Court of Criminal Correction and 
Judge Clark fined him $25 and costs, 

Dean had not the money with which to 
pay his fine and will have to go to the 
workhouse. He insists he took no part in 
the stoning of the street cars and had no 
knowledge of the explosion. 

“I don’t know what we will do if my hus- 
band goes to the workhouse,’’ said Mrs. 
Dean to the Post-Dispatch yesterday. ‘‘We 
are getting hungry, with nothing to eat but 
corn bread and water. One of my child*en 
is ill and the baby, only a ag old, is too 
young to be left alone while I go out to 
work. I am willing to work, byt with these 
four children depending upon me I cannot 
leave them to seek employment. My hus- 
band assures me that he is not guilty of the 
charge against him, and I believe him.”’

HECK BROKEN BY FALL 


LITTLE GEORGE NICHOLS LOST 
HIS LIFE IN FOREST PARK. 


FELL FROM A PERSIMMON TREE 


Mrs. Bernard Taaffe, Whc Was Pass- 
ing in Her Carriage, Picked Up 
the Boy, Who Died in 
Her Arms. 


George Nichols plunged 35 feet through 
the boughs of a persimmon tree at For- 
est Park yesterday afternoon to almost 
instant death. His neck and both wrists 
were broken by the faél. 

George was 12 years old and Hved with 
his parents at 4452 Swan avenue. His fa- 
ther, whose full name he bore, is a huck- 
ster, aud yesterlay morning George and 
his little brother, Arthur, went out with 
their father on the wagoa. They returned 


The Nichols family consists of the father, 
mother and three boys, George, aged 12, 
Walter, a year younger, and Arthur, 8&8 
years old. The boys had been planning 
all week to gather persimmons in Ilorest 
Park and as soon as George’s work had 
been perfomed he called his younger broth- 
ers and they set out for the big persimmon 
tree. Tommy Conley, a boy living in the 
same block, was invited to accompany 
them, and the four boys set out for a hol- 
iday. 

‘I ne persimmon tree which had attracted 
their admiration is a big one that grows 
on the south side of the park, close to For- 
est Park Highlands. The tree is more than 
a foot in diameter at the trunk, and it is 
many feet to where the limbs begin. George, 
the oldest, strongest and most active in the 
party, said he would climb the tree and 
shake the fruit. He sat down and took off 
his shoes and stockings in order that he 
might the more easily scale the tree, 

He ran up the tree as nimbly as a squir- 
rel, and soon was perched upon a limb 35 
feet from the ground. Mrs. Bernard Taaffe 
of 4137 Manchester avenue was driving by 
in her carriage. She saw the boy at his 
dizzy height and called out to him that it 
was dangerous for him to be there, and 
warned him to come down else he might 
fall. The boy, proud of his ability, laughed 
back that he wouldn't fall, and called at- 
tention to the fact that he had taken off 
his shoes. He started still higher. Mrs. 
Taaffe watched the boy, fearful lest he 
should fall. 

He went a few feet higher. He stepped 
on a limb that did not betray by its ap- 
pearance that it had decayed. It snapped 
suddenly. George, frightened, lost his fold 
and his body shot down with great veloc- 
ity. He plunged headfirst. He had no op- 
portunity to turn himself in the air. He 
extended his arms to protect himself. His 
hands first struck the ground; then his 
head. 

Mrs. Taaffe, horror-stricken, sprang from 
her cariage and ran to the boy’s side. He 
raised himself on his broken wrists and, 
looking at her, said he had hurt his wrists. 
Mrs. Taaffe took the boy in her arms. He 
looked up and in another instant his eyes 
were closed in death. A doctor was sum- 
moned, but he said that the neck was 
broken. 

The boys were sent home to notify their 
mother. When she reached the spot the 
ambulance had taken the body away. Mrs. 
Taaffe took Mrs. Nichols In her carriage and 
drove her home.

JETTIES SAVED PROPERTY. 


More Damage in Galveston Would 

Have Been Done but for’ Them. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 20.—Col. ¢. 8S. 
Rische has everything in readiness for the 
Board of United States Engineers, called 
to ascertain the exact damage done to the 


government property here by the great 
hurricane. 

In the opinion of Col. Rische, if it had not 
been tor the jetties the whole east end ot 
Galveston would have been washed away. 
Hie savs that, as it was, blocks of granite, 
weighing from 10 to 20 tons, were lifted by 
the waters and hurled for considerable dis- 
tance. 

It was the jetties that broke the force of 
the water. Col. Rische’s report will show 
that the south jetty, beyond the forts, is 
in almost as good a condition as it was 
prior to the storm, but that the north 
jetty has been bowled off to the depth of 
from one foot to six feet in a few places, 
but that the foundation is firmer than ever. 
The cost of repairing these breaks will be 
nominal.

J. Olier Lanctot Traveled for Ten Years Look- 
ing for Fortune and When He Turned His 
Face Homeward to See His Child Whose 
Love Pursued Him, He Was Killed 


by a Locomotive in St. Louis. 


OLIER LANCTOT was killed in the 


Terminal yards in St. Louls on Sat- 
urday, Oct. 13. For 10 years he 
had been a wanderer, while in Canada his 
children, whom ‘he loved and whose affec- 
tion for him knew no diminution, looked 
forward to the day of his return. 
The romance of J. Olier Lanctot’s Iffe 
commenced in Canada and spread over our 


own great West,ended with a tragedy anda 


grave in potter's fleld in St. Louls. 

On his way back to the children he loved, 
almost penniless, poorly clothed, bowed ky 
misfortune, yet with a heart filled with af- 
fection that could not be dimmed, his life 
was crushed out by a railroad engine in St. 
Louis just before dawn on the morning. of 
Oct. 13.

than did Donalda lLanctot, a beautiful 
French-Canadian, in her touching devotion 
to her unfortunate father, an incompetent 
among men, a wanderer on the face of the 
earth. 

Poverty was the curse of J. Olier Lanctot. 
lt made him a rover. Not a tramp, exact- 
ly, but @ man with no fixed abode. He was 
hot a tramp,because he was willing to work, 
lie did work. He worked for 10 years, some- 
times at roughest Kind of toil—as a miner— 
yet with all his industry, with all his fru- 
gality, he was unable to accomplish the 
one end he had in view—to establish a home 
for his motherless children. Ten years of 
his life were devoted to that object; yet 
when death overtook him, in a twinkling, 
he had in his possession only $1.09. 

This insignificant sum tells more plainly 
than words fhe extent of the ability of J. 
Olier Lanctot. 

Ten years ago his wife died in Montreal. 
She left him four children—Donalda, now 23 
years of age; Roland, now just turning 
into manhood; Laura, who was 14 last Jan- 
uary, and J. Olier Lanctot, Jr., ‘“‘petit Ol- 
jer,’’ a boy of 12. 

When his wife died Lanctot was too poor 
to keep his family together and, as is cus- 
tomary with the French, his relatives, of 
whom he had plenty, divided the children 
among them. 

Donalda went to 
in Ottawa. Roland 


her aunt, Mme. Gagne, 
found a home with his 
uncle, M. Zotique. Laura, a bit of a girl, 
Was adopted by M. and Mme. Labrosse, at 
Montreal, and Olier, the baby, was placed 
in an orphan asylum. 

Having disposed of his little flock, 
Lanctot set out’ for the United States to 
make a fortune. 

Ile met only poverty and death. 

He was never able to send his children a 
cent. It is not recorded that he ever saved 
@ dollar. His life was a failure, save for the 
glorious, the sublimated love of a daughter 
by which it was crowned. 

Well might she be called Donalda the 
Faithful. Never for one instant during 10 
years of separation did her love for her 
father falter. 

Papers found on his person show that he 
had traveled to Iowa, Nebraska, the Da- 
kotas, Colorado, California and Utah. In 
all of these states he labored, sometimes at 
railroading, sometimes at selling a patent 
ventilator to farmers, but frequently in the 
mines, particularly in Colorado and Ne- 
braska. At last he reached Missouri. Pre- 
sumably he was on his way home, in an- 
ewer to the oft-repeated prayer of his faith- 
ful and loving daughter. 

On the morning of Oct. 13 he found him- 
self in the Terminal railroad yards in St. 
Louis. There he was overtaken by death. 

During last summer he traveled through 
the country selling household novelties, rep- 
resenting J. Valjean of Jamestown, N. D. 

Wherever he went he looked up the parish 
priest, In his religious duties he was un- 
failing. 


But what did failure matter to his chil- 
dren, particularly to the faithful Donalda? 
Lack of money could not lessen her love. 
At all times her devotion was the same. In 
his pockets were found a packet of letters 
from her, all written in delicate “rench, 
and a few from Ronald, all of them breath- 
ing undying devotion. These letters, cover- 
ing a period of one year, were addressed to 
Lanctot at widely different points in the 
West, 

One of Donalda'’s letters, dated Nov. 4. 
1899, gives an insight into the gentleness of 
her character. Of Emma, the married 
cousin with whom she makes her home on 
Rideau street in Ottawa, she writes: 

“Emma, thought it necessary to add an- 
other member to the family, so there are 
now seven iittle children instead of six. 
The last one is a beautiful boy and I am his 
god-mother, 1 told Father Portelance, our

pastor of the Sacre Coeur Church, last Sun- 
day that I would raise him myself. 

‘**Vous allez en faire un ange,’ il me dit.”’ 
(‘You will make an angel out of him,” he 
replied.) 

This gossipy letter closes with the most 
endearing terms for the absent one and 
‘‘un gros bec au pincette.”’ (A big kiss and 
a pinch in the cheek.) 

In a previous letter she gives vent to her 
ardent longing to receive news from her 
father in these words: 

“T went to meet the postman every Thurs- 
day, because it was on Thursdays that your 
letters usually came. But I kept up good 
cheer, papa, dear, even if I returned empty- 
handed, knowing that you had good reason 
for not writing. I said to myself: ‘Papa 
loves us too well not to write. When he 
knows where he is Zoing to be we will hear 
from him.’ ‘ 

“And I was not disappointed.” 

She refers to Roland’s discovery of little 
of her brother’s rémoval to the 
Zephyrins and of her sister Laura’s com- 
fortable home with Mme. Labrosse, in Mon- 
treal. So fond are the Labrosses of their 
foster-daughter that they do not wish her 
to be reminded of her father, and Donalda 
comments most feelingly upon this point. 

“Although we never speak of you to her 
in Mme. Labrosse’s presence, be sure she 
will not forget you. She calls them papa 
and mamma, but that is of little conse- 
quence. 

“IT must tell you of myself,”’ she con- 
tinues, saying in English, “‘I am the last, 
but not the least.”’ 

Lapsing back into French: ‘“‘My nose is 
still tip-tilted. I am with Emma and we 
get along nicely together. 

“You are far away, papa, dear, in 
Utah, and do you realize that it fs 10 years 
since you left us? When you once come 
back you will not have the courage to g0 
away a second time. We are all grown up 
now. Laura, who was only a little mite, will 
be 14 next Jan. 23. How the time flies! It 
seems like a dream to me. 

‘“‘And your shoulder, papa, it still pains 
you? Poor papa; how I wish I could be with 
you, and how I would nurse and pet you! 
Strangers cannot give you the care your 
little daughter would. Love helps so much, 
and no child could love its father more than 
I do, Absence makes the heart grow fond- 
er. (This last sentence is written in 
lish.) 

‘Ah, father, one must be separated from 
one’s parents to know what it is to have a 
father and mother. Alas, poor mama! We 
will see her only in heaven. When I look at 
Thecla and Ida (Hmma’'s little daughters), 
who are so happy with their parents and 
others, I am overwhelmed with our own 
loeliness and my heart bleeds. I want you 
with me. But I will not despair. God wiil 
surely not refuse me this gracious gift, for 
which I pray to him every day. 

“I am forgetting -myself, papa! Forgive 
me. I should not write of things that give 
you pain.” 

In this tender, filial strain the tetter goes 
on and closes with affectionate assurances 
that another will soon follow. 

Christmas draws near and still there its no 
Shadow of an impending tragedy, althougn 
the poor wanderer drifts nearer to his fate. 
In January Donalda writes to her father a 
most engaging letter, wishing him a happy 
New Year. She tells him of an attack of the 
&rippe, from which she has just recovered 
and again voices that abiding desire to see 
her father. She says: 

“The day before New Year I said to Em- 
ma that I expected you to come, and I was 
disappointed. But I will not despair. 
Everything comes to them that wait. (This 
in English.) N'est-ce pas? 

“Although you are far away, I know your 
loving heart is always with us, and this 
¢onsoles me. Let them all say that you do 
not love us! In their hearts they know bet- 
ter and some Cay they will learn that they 
Were mistaken. 

“I am saving my money to have a picture 
taken for you, something fine, so you can 
what a pretty daugater you have. I 
want a new hat—but that’s a secret be- 
tween you and me, papa, dear—a white leg- 
horn hat with pretty plumes for the sum- 
mer, when I will sit for my photograph.

CHOOL district No. 2 in this town is 
known all over eastern: Maine as the 
Bayberry district, so aclled because 

it contains twenty-two families who are 
rigid vegetarians. 

The sect owes its origin to a corner in

As the rates were maintained month after 
month without relief, the beef-eaters’ ire 
rose till they finally met in convention and 
every person present made a pledge to es- 
chew all animal foods.

the place of animal or mineral substances. 

The farmers now keep horses or oxen to 
perform labor that is too heavy to do by 
hand, but they have no cows.

éé TRANGE things have happened in 
S Kentucky in these last 12 months.” 
With this statement L. J. Craw- 
ford, half brother to and senior counsel for 
Henry E. Youtsey, one of the men charged 
with the murder of William Goebel in Ken- 
tucky, opened his address in defense of 
Youtsey in the courtroom at Georgetown, 
Ky., last week. 

Crawford was well within the truth, for 
strange things have happened in Kentucky 
within the last 12 months—strangest of all 
the trial of Henry E. Youtsey, a trial for 
his life, and Youtsey lying there in the 
courtroom unconscious on a cote befére jury 
and judge! 

Mr. Crawford has not half told it when 
he says this is strange, for it is more. It is 
a trial without precedent in the history of 
criminal courts. Youtsey’s attorneys insist 
that the trial shall stop until the defend- 
ant can recover and face his accusers, The 
attorneys for the prosecution say Youtsey 
is simulating unconsciousness and that the 
trial shall go ahead. Whether the court be- 
lieves Youtsey’s condition real or affected 
Judge Cantrill does not say, but the trial 
by his order has gone on. 

When court convenes Youtsey is carried 
in upon a cot. The cot is borne by six men,

judge answers, and the firm voice close to 
the cot asks: 

“Mr. Youtsey, how old are you?” 

Youtsey is still silent. Real or shammed, 
his unconscious spell is not broken with 
mere questioning. 

Again Youtsey’s attorney breaks the s!- 
lence with an appeal to the court to dis- 
miss the jury, and by the court's instruc- 
tion the jury retir@® while the attorney 
pleads his motion in these words to the 
court: 

“The defendant is not facing his accusers 
face to face; he is not facing the men whvwu 
are to pass upon his life, and he is being 
denied the right guaranteed to every Amer- 
ican citizen—the right to take the witness 
stand in his own defense and refute the 
testimony of the men who accuse him. The 
defendant must be in his right mind, and I 
tell you the law does not sanction such ac- 
tion as this—trying a man for his life when 
he is present only as so much clay.” 

The plea made, Judge Cantrill Answers: 

“The court has been called upon to fur- 
nish the counsel for the defense some au- 
thorities for proceeding with a case of this 
kind. It is the counsel’s own motion, and if 
there are any authorities to be cited it 
would seem that it would be the duty of the 
counsel to furnish them. In my judgment, 
the criminal code regulates all these pro- 
ceedings. The code provides when a pris- 
oner is arraigned if there is a plea or sug- 


and is laid parallel with and close to the gestion of insanity then it is the duty of the 


line of men on the jury. Judge Cantrill, in 
his chair, is within a few feet of the pros- 
trate form. The attorneys who accuse and 
defend could reach from their seats and 
touch the man on the cot. 

Court opens, and when the jury men ‘have 
taken their seats and the judge and attor- 
neys are ready the prisondg’s cot is car- 
ried in with Youtsey upon it. He is pros- 
trate and quiet as the dead. His breathing 
is scarcely perceptible. He does not make 
the slightest motion, and his eyes| are 
closed. A strange voice within a foot of his 
ear asks: : 

“Henry Youtsey, are you the defendant 
in this case?’ 

Every ear in the courtroom ts strained to 
catch the response that does not come, -for 
Youtsey, so far as appearances go, do@s riot 
hear. He seems deaf and dumb and /blind 
and prostrate and unconscious that ihe is 
the central figure of what is perhaps the 
most dramatic trial in the history of \mer- 
iean courts. Yet the attorneys for the| icom- 
monwealth say the man on the cot hears 
everything and feigns unconsciousness be- 
cause he is desperate to cheat the lalw. 

In the silence which follows the unan- 
swered question the judge, jurors and| law- 
yers never take their eyes from the man on 
the cot, and Youtsey’s attorney finally 
turns to Judge Cantrill and pleads: | 

“The defendant is still unconscious, jyour 
honor, and unable to face his accusefs or 
intelligently defend his life. We move) that 
the swearing Of the jury be set aside and 
the jury discharged.”

case where, when a case has progressed as 
this has, and a state of affairs such as now 
confronts the court was brought about by 
the acts of the defendant himself, that 
then the proceedings must stop and that 
the court must decide a matter that the law 
doés not give him a right to decide. 

“In order to set aside the swearing of 
this jury this court has to adjudge that this 
man is insane. The law does not give the 
court the power to do that. That can only 
be ascertained by the finding of a jury. 
The code further provides that at the ter- 
mination of the trial and before judgment 
is pronounced, if the plea of insanity is then 
interposed it is the duty of the court at that 
time to suspend judgment and impanel a 
jury and have the matter investigated.

Youtsey has been in this state of coma at 
irregular intervals for more than a week. 
His wife and attorneys say he has violent 
fits. Early last week he was sitting in the 
prisoner's box listening to the testimony of 
Arthur Goebel, brother of the man for 
whose murder Youtsey had been arraigned 
Youtsey was one of the first men arrested 
for the Goebel killing. He was a clerk in the 
auditor's office at Frankfort, and when F. 
Wharton Golden made the confession which 
has since resulted in the conviction of 
James Howard and Caleb Powers, the one 
receiving a death sentence and the other 
receiving a prison term, Youtsey was 
named as one of the principal plotters 
against Goebel’s life. Youtsey is 26 years 
of age, and his home is at Newport, Ky., 
where his people have been prominent for 
vears and recogrized as among the best 
people of that fashionable part of Ken- 
tucky. 

Youtsey was the third man arraigned. 
Early in the trial the prosecution called to 
the witness stand Arthur Goebel, brother of 
the murdered man. Goebel’s testimony was 
the most sensational of the trial. He said 
he had seen Youtsey at the jail the day of 
the arrest and that Youtsey had told him 
the story of the killing, how it was planned 
with Gov. Taylor as one of the conspira- 
tors, and how it was arranged to kill Goebel 
as he crossed the state house square. In 
the midst of this testimony Youtsey leaped 
to his feet and in a fit of anger denounced 
Arthur Goebel as a liar and all he has said 
as lies, ending his terrifying outburst in an 
awful paroxysm and declaring: 

‘William Goebel is not dead! He lives, 
and a thousand devils could not kill him!” 

Since this dramatic performance of Tues- 
day, Oct. 9, Youtsey has been unconscious 
much of the time, whether really or af- 
fectedly Kentucky does not know.

CCORDING to the precepts of the 
A common law of England (on which

lteuryvk Sienkiewicz is of Litturnian 
stock. He was born at Okreya, an estate 
belonging to his mother, in 1848. The war 
with Russia resulted in the removal of 
his great-grandfather from Litturnia te 
the kingdom of Poland proper. Sienkie- 
wiecs's grandfather served under Napoleon, 
and his father took part in the uprisings 
of 1830 and 1863. He is the first male of 
the fumlly for five or six generations that 
failed to choose the calling of the soldier. 

Sienklewicaz received an early training in 
the Warsaw gymnasium, and was graduat- 
ed from the University of Warsaw, where 
he took a historical and philological 
course, after which he traveled in Switzer- 
land, ltaty, France and other countries. 
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He began his literary efforts in 172. in 
1816 he toured the United States, accom- 
plishing much work during his itinerary. 
The “Charcoal Sketches’ were written in 
Los Angeles, Cal., and “Quo Vadis" was 
begun in the United States and finished in 
Nice, 

The novelist was married in 188. Four 
years later his wife died and Stenkiewicz's 
bereavement ‘weighed heavily upon him. 
For some time he traveled from place to 
place, in resties discontent. He has two 
children, who have been reared by the 
maternal grandparents. Henryk, who is 
almost grown to manhood, inclines toward 
scientific subjects, with an especial fond- 
ness for electricity, while Yodriga, the 
daughter, shows marked .literary ability, 
having already written a story that Indl- 
cates a singular power of narrative.

provides that a verdict may be rendered in 
the absence of the accused, when such ab- 
sence is willful or voluntary.

This provision of law was held valid and 
constitutional by a majority of the Supreme 
Court in the case of State vs. Hope, decided 
in 1889 or 1890, on the ground that a defend- 
ant ought not to be permitted to defeat jus- 
tice by such wrongful conduct, after he had 
had every opportunity for a fair trial. 

But the American and English courts ac- 
cord a most liberal construction (in favor 
of the accused) to the rile requiring their 
presence when tried for felony. 

In the Brown case, in Texas (1873), the 
defendant was taken sick and was removed 
to an adjoining room by direction of his at- 
tending physician, during the 1e argument in

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his case. The Supreme Court of that state 
reversed the judgment, holding that the 
trial court should have either temporarily 
postponed the trial to await his convales- 
cence or have continued the case, 

In Missouri, however, it has been decided 
in the Grate case (1878) that the absence 
of defendant during a small portion of the 
argument was not prejudicial error in the 
proceedings. 

In Louisiana (which follows the common 
law in criminal matters, thovgh the con- 
tinental civil law is the bas's of its eivil 
procedure) the Supreme Court ruled in the 
Orsini case (1870) that the fact taat a man 
on trial for murder was oniy slightly ac- 
quainted with the English language, and 
hence could not understand the proccedings, 
constituted no reason to set aside a judg- 
ment of conviction against” him. 
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ARTIST ANDERS ZORN, 


WHO PAINTED SWEDEN’S KING, 
WAS IN ST, LOUIS 


HE most conspicuous object in the 
Swedish pavilion at the Paris Ex- 


_ position is a splendid full-figure por- 
trait of King Oscar II., patnted in oil by 
Anders Zorn, the artist, who, during a res- 
idence of several months in St. Louis, paint- 
ed a portrait of Holser C. Ives, director of 
the St. Louis Museum of Fine Arts. Zorn’s 
work was very popular in this country 
during and after the World's Fair. 

This portrait of King Oscar has been 
widely reproduced as the latest portrait of 
the popular monarch. There is a later one 
by the same artist, and a story 
is told concerning it. 

When the portrait which now adorns the 
Swedish pavilion in Paris was finished King 
Oscar was so pleased with it that he sent 
one of his chamberlains to Zorn with the 
message that he wanted the artist to go 
to work at once on a bust portrait of small- 
er size.

The treatment of defendant during tris’ 
has often been the subject of consideration 
in capital cases. In the Kring case, in 1877, 
the Supreme Court of Missouri asproved the 
judgment of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
reversing the ccnviction of that individual 
because Kring was brought to trial in 
shackles. He had assaulted a person in the 
court room, some months before; and the 
trial Judge considered it safer to restrain 
him from repeating that performance at his 
trial. But in the Dunéan case, in 1833, the 
Supreme Court said that there was nothing 
improper in having an armed guard keep 
watch over the defendant whiie on trial 
where the testirhony tended to show that he 
was a desperate character. 

In a Tennessee case (in 1882) the prisoner 
was confined, handcuffed, in a dock in the 
courtroom, about 30 feet from the judge's 
desk, in full view, while additional furors 
were being summoned, and [t was held to be 
no violation of his rights. 

In one Federal case, in New York, in 1869, 
Judge Benedict ordered a prisoner on trial 
for forgery to be removed from the court- 
room during the opening statement of the 
district attorney, because the defendant 
persisted in interrupting the proceedings by 
denying the statements of the attarney un- 
til it became “‘impossible to proceed in the 
trial with due decorum,” as the court said. 
So the prisoner was removed until the open- 
ing statement was done; and then the case 
was laid over to the next day. The pris- 
oner meanwhile became tractable. He was 
present at the whole trial except during the 
opening speech for the prosecution, and 
that absence was held to involve no viola- 


ticn of his rights, in the circumstances des- 
cribed. 

In the Guiteau case, arising out of the as- 
sassination of President Garfield, the de- 
fendant indulged In the grossest breaches 
of decorum during his trial, but Judge Cox, 
who presided, did not exclude him from the 
courtroom, and so no question on that 
point arose for review by any superior 
court, 

The American criminal cases generally 
show how jealously is guarded the right of 
a defendant to be present at al) stens of 
his trial for felony. But there 's not much 
light given by them on the subject of the 
court's right to remove a prisoner to an ad- 
joining room, commanding a full view of 
the proceedings. 

The law of wills, however, furn.shes some 
illustrations of what is meant by acta “in 
the presence” of a person. Wills are re- 
quired to be attested in the presence of the 
testator. Both English and American 
courts have decided that when the attesta- 
tion of a will by subscribing witnesses oc- 
curs in a room adjoining that cf the tes- 
tator, it is valid, provided the testator Is 
So situated that he may command a view 
of the act if he desires, and 1s, furthermore, 
capable of understanding the a>: done.

66 (M HILL’S FOLLY,” after more than 
three years’ work and the expendi- 
ture of $4,000,000, is at last a living 

fact and a profitable investment. 

The Cascade tunnel of the Great North- 
ern extends 13,252 feet under the moun- 
tains. Eight hundred men have been work- 
ing from both ends of the great bore. When 
they met there were but two inches differ- 
ence in the grades the two parties were 
working on. 

In its early stages Mr. Hill’s plan of 
piercing the mountains instead of crossing 
them was scoffed at by investors and rail- 
as visionary and impracticable, 
road, or both. But now it is estimated that 
saving in expense over the ‘“‘switch- 
back’ system will pay 10 per cent on the 
cost of the tunnel. 

The tunnel is 24 feet high and 20 feet 
wide, with room for a double track. Thirty- 
two air drills were used iy excavating and 
the rock taken from the tunnel was 
crushed and used with cement for a lining 
which is four feet thick throughout. Elec- 
tric motors will be used to run _ trains 
through the tunnel and the great tube will 
be lighted by electricity. 

The Cascade “switchback” of the Great 
Northern, one of the greatest feats in rail- 
road construction in this country, is fast

~NEW THEORY CONCERNING THE VOICE

The Vocal Chords Have Nothing 
Quality of the Sound Produced, the Modulation Be- 
ing Effected in the Hollow Spaces of the Throat, 
Nose and Mouth Where Growths or Mal- 
formations Destroy or Prevent the Pro- 
duction of Perfect Tones. 


Edison’s Expert on Sound. 

HE vocal bands are to the voice what 
the strings are to the violin or pi- 
ano, what the lips of a player are to 

a cornet, the reeds to an oboe or clarionet. 

While in the Edison laboratory I had to 
experiment with hundreds of appliances— 
funnels, imitations of the human ear, flow- 
er forms, cavities of bones and numberless 
odd-shaped objécts—trying to do away with 
the hollow resonance which spaces give. 
We desired an instrument which should al- 
low the sound of the voice, or of any instru- 
ment, to reach the ear from the diaphragm 
of the phonograph cylinder in a natural 
way without losing its strength, power and 
“clang tint’’—the technical name for quality 
and timbre. Many experiments were car- 
ried on with singers, and thousands of cyl- 
inders recording different voices were made. 

One afternoon there came to the labora- 
tory a well-known church singer. I found 
that she had difficulty in pronouncing the 
vowel “I,” and in singing certain notes near 
F sharp, which she produced in a harsh, 
penetrating manner. 

Singers and speakers are unable to judge 
the quality of their own voices. The rea- 
son is simple. During speaking or singing 
the body is in vibration, and these vibra- 
tions prevent the producer from interpret- 
ing the tone of his own voice. This has 
been preved by experiments. For Instance, 
if 20 men talk into a phonograph each man 
may be able to distinguish 19 voices, but 
his own will be strange to him. 

The singer with whom I was experiment- 
ing had an opportunity at the laboratory 
to hear her own voice. After some hours’ 
work her harsh pronunciation of 
notes near F sharp was entirely eliminated. 

I then experimented with other voices and 
arrived at the conclusion that the hollow 
spaces in the mouth, throat and nose were 
primary factors in producing the voice. By 
using a variety of funnels on the phono- 
graph I found that the clang tint (timbre 
or quality) could be altered. 

I constructed, -in fact, an apparatus which 
would not only change the quality of a 
voice, but would alter the pitch. The pitch- 
producers in the voice are the vocal chords. 
By this appliance 1 learned that pitch-pro- 
ducer need not be the tone-producer., 

I studied the methods taught by singing 
teachers to make cultivated voices out of 
raw material, and | found that the vocal 
bands were insisted upon as of primary 
importance. 

Shortly after this I met a singer whose 
voice dropped out two half notes. She had 
been to specialists, who found it impossible 
to give relief. I told Dr. F. E. Miller, who 
was interested in her case, that probably he 
would find the singer had trouble in one of 
the cavities of the head. A small pimple 
was indeed found between the nasal and 
mouth cavity in the soft part at the back 
of the throat. This was treated. We then 
found that the quality of the half notes 
was improved; inside of 24 hours they were 
restored. This furnished proof that the ac- 
tion of the hollow spaces in tone production 
was of more importance than that of the 
vocal cords. 

The voice is trained for singing as the 
muscles of the athlete are trained. I found 
that the mucus membranes of the throat 
underwent many changes during cultiva- 
tion, but the vocal chords never changed.

menting. Seventy-four muscles and six- 
teen nerves are capable of influencing these 
hollow spaces, and ther are 74,682,000 differ- 
ent possible combinations of these. Our ob- 
ject was to ascertain in what scale these 
hollow spaces operated. We learned that 
they correspond exactly with the upper, 
middle and lower registers of the singing 
voice. 

We learned that even the smaller in- 
closed cavities of the head affected the 
Kor instance> if there should be 
an abscéss in the cavity in the cheek- 
bone the voice is blanketed. By closing 
a nasal tone is given to the 
speaking voice. One is said to be “speak- 
ing through his nose,’’ but the expression 
is erroneous, for the nose is closed. 

Mme. Lankow lent us a number of her

The practical effect of these experiments and discoveries is 
They may go far to revolutionize the theory and practice of vocal music. 
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I begin by loosening and practically mas- 
saging all muscles and mucous membranes, 
3y rapid motion of all these muscles and 
membranes in soft tone singing—not over- 
exerting or straining the voice—I get the 
throat and hollow spaces in condition before 
the pupil is allowed to sing. 

The building up of the voice and of vocal 
technique is a slow process, and the 
points upon which I lay stress are: First, 
breathing; second, registers; third, position 
of throat and mouth, and that which is de- 


pendent on both—the tonal qualities; fourth 
and fifth, attack and vocalization; sixth, 
mechanism and art technique, and, seventh, 
enunciation. 


The hollow-place system is really the only 
one which gives the teaching of music a 
positive, definite, scientific foundation to 
stand upon. It reduces your voice educa- 
tion to a scientific operation, and rescues it 
from the dominion of mannerism. 


The system I teach is to cultivate the 
voice by soft, elastic, gradual measures 
which bring into play the vast number of 
muscles which contror the voice. 

It ia by this means we have been able to 
develop even a wonderful fourth register— 
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or flageolet register—which even the great 
masters seldom heard. The possibilities of 
the human voice under this hollow-space 
System are almost boundless. 


This led to the conclusion that the voice of 
the singer came from changes in the cavi- 
ties of the nose and throat not from a

One may look into a singer's throat and 
tell almost at a glance whether the voice 
is cultivated. Before cultivation the mus- 
cles and hollow spaces of the mouth and 
nose are flabby and unformed. After cul- 
tivation usually these spaces have a trained 
appearance? there are no guperfluous por- 
tions of mucous membrane—every muscle

Some have three pol- 
low spaces corresponding to the three 
Spaces in the nose, throat and mouth; oth- 
ers represent one or more of these spaces. 
At one end of each tube a whistle repre- 
Senting the vocal chords—is attached. By 
Miliing these tubes with water and varying 
the cavities different tones are produced 
without changes in the whistle. No less 
than 40 special tubes were biown at great 
cost, and these tubes demonstrated that the 
hollow spaces make the tone and quality 
of the voice.

example the strange death mystery which 
so recently engrossed the attention of 
the country—to gain by hynotism com- 


plete control of aged Millionaire Rice. 
It would have been possible to put him 
to death without poison, without striking 
a blow. Jones would only have to com- 
mand death. Obedience would have been 
inevitable. 

William M. Rice, a millionaire recluse, 
died suddenly and under mysterious cir- 
cumstances in New York City, Sunday, 
Sept. 23. His wealth is variously esti- 
mated at from $4,000,000 to $15,000,000. 

He was 8&5 years of age. 

As valet, nurse and secretary Mr. Rice 
was attended for three years by Charles 
F. Jones, a young man. 

They lived alone in an apartment house 
at Madison avenue and Fifty-second 
street. 

Mr. Rice had been taking nux vomica 
as a tonic, prescribed by his physician, 
Dr. Walker Curry. The active principle 
of this drug is strychnine. 

Nobody was with the millionaire when 
he died, save Valet Jones. 

Jones summoned Dr. Curry and Albert 
T. Patrick, Rice’s attorney, but»the old 
man was dead when they arrived. Dr. 
Curry gives it as his opinion that he had 
been dead between 20 and 60 minutes. 

In a letter written to Patrick a short 
time before Rice had directed that his 
body be cremated in the event of death, 
but expressly stipulated that it should 
not be embalmed. 

Notwithstanding this stipulation Pat- 
rick directed the embalming of the 
_ corpse. 

These cirmumstances:aroused suspicion 
of foul play, but the coroner’s autopsy 
showed no signs of poisoning. 

The viscera were turned over to Ru- 
dolph A. Witthaus, a chemist, who has 
made a “quick test.” This has failed to 
show traces of poison, and he is at work 
‘making a “slow test.” 

The embalming fluid was _ heavily 
charged with arsenic, and some authori- 
ties think that would make it impossible 
to demonstrate the presence of another 
poison in the stomach. 

Rice spent some of his winters in Texas 
looking after his property interests. At 
the Capitol Hotel in Houston, which 
he owned, he met Jones, who was em- 
ployed theré. The millionaire took a 
fancy to him and engaged him as his 
valet. They always lived at the Madison 
avenue house. Rice left it only once 
during the month preceding his death. 
He saw few people other than Jones. He 
always cooked his own food and ate 
alone. Jones went outside for his meals. 

Jones helped him with his correspond- 
ence. Patrick, who is also a Texan, at- 
tended to his legal affairs. The body of 
the checks sent to the bank by Patrick 
were in the handwriting of Jones. 

Patrick was also an agent for O. T. 
Holt, a Houston lawyer, who, as executor 
of the estate of Mrs. Elizabeth B. Rice, 
deceased wife of W. M.. Rice, was en- 
deavoring to effect a compromise con- 
cerning the $1,500,000 of her husband's 
estate which he had willed away under 
the laws of Texas, where Rice resided 
until 1883. 

In some manner which the public does 
not know, Patrick also persuaded Rice to 
engage him as his attorney, thus occupy- 
ing a dual relation toward the estate. 
Patfick’s age 18 34 years. His voice is 
mellow and his manner graceful. 

Last December Jones sent for Walter 
©. Wetherbec, an attache of Swenson & 
Sons, Wall street bankers. Wetherbee. 
it is asserted, has made an affidavit that 
Jones asked him to join in a conspiracy 
to gain possession of Rice's millions. 

According to Wetherbee’s story, Jones 
pretended to have such influence over 
Rice that he could persuade the old man 
to sign a will making the valet his prin- 
cipal heir. Jones proposed to furnish 
details about Rice's property if Wether- 
bee would draw up the will and promised

This 
instrument, dated June 30, Patrick claims 
to have in his possession, but he has 
given up what purports to be a certified 
copy. The document increases the lega- 
cies of the brother and the sisters of 
Rice, but it ignores the William Marsh 


Rice Institute at Houston, Tex., which - 


he intended to establish, and makes Pat- 


. rick residuary legatee instead. 


By this arrangement Patrick would 
come into possession of property worth 
more than $2,000,000. 

In this, it is presumed, Jones would 
slrare. The question is: “Did Jones and 
Patrick enter into a conspiracy to get 
possession of old man Rice’s- millions, 
and did Jones, as the New York authori- 
ties suspect, cause the aged millionaire’s 
death by hypnotic means?” 

Upon this amazing theory—a possibil- 
ity which strikes with startling force a 
blow at the security of human life, which 
is at the very foundation of society—the 
articles which follow have beeh prepared 
with especial care :

HERE does not exist in my mind the 
T slightest doubt that Valet Jones 
could have exerted’ a powerful in- 
fluence over aged Mr. Rice. It is a com- 
monly known fact that old persons are very 
susceptible to the influence of those around 


«, them. 


Scarcely a day passes without some case 
in the courts where the plea of ‘‘undue in- 
fluence’’ is brought up as an argument for 
effecting legal changes in the wills of de- 
ceased persons. 

Jones may have not only influenced Rice 
through his ever-present personality, but if 
he had fortified himself with a knowledge 
of hypnotism his power would have been 
doubly efficacious. 

It is even possible that Jones may have 
hypnotized Rice to death. This statement 
is only advanced as a matter/of opinion. 
I have no exact data to go upon. [ have 
never heard of a person being killed by 
hypnotism. 

It would be nothing less than murder for 
a hypnotist to Say to a patient: “Now, you 
are dying; ina moment your heart will stop 


beating; you will soon be dead.”’ 

If at the end of such an experiment a pa- 
tlent were found to be dead, the practi- 
tioner would be as guilty of murder as if he 
intentionally administered a fatal dvse of 
poison. 

At the same time my knowledge of what 
hypnotism has done leads me to offer as an 
opinion the statement that Jones could have 
Killed Rice by hypnotic suggestion. Here 
are a few of the arguments which influence 
me in reaching this conclusion: 

A skilled hypnotist can place his hand 
over the heart of a patient and reduce the 
beat from 120 to 70 merely by saying to the 
patient that his heart is beating too rapid- 
ly; that it should beat more slowly. The 
patient, before hypnotism, may be in the 
wildest state of excitement, but on hypno- 
tization his respiration becomes normal, all 
nervous symptoms disappear, the pulse 
beats with perfect regularity. 

If one can say to the beating human 
heart, “‘Beat more slowly,” why could he 
not utter the words: 

“Cease beating altogether?’ 

If the pulse comes down almost tnstantly 
from 120 to 70 per minute—a loss of 50 beats 
in the given time—there is no logical reason 
why this heart could not be stopped en- 
tirely, 

We cannot try such experiments on hu- 
man beings in an ordinary condition. At the 
Same time | am so convinced that hypno- 
tism could even be carried to that ultimate 
extent, that I think an experiment on con- 

demned criminals might be attended with 
interesting results. Who knows but that in 
time hypnotism might even take the place 
of the electric chair? 

In the Rice-Jones case old man Rice pre- 
sented an excellent subject on whom to try 
both ordinary personal! influence and hyp- 
notic suggestion. In the first place he was 
an old man. Jn old persons the diameters 
of the arteries which supply the brain are 
diminished, and the heart itself has not the 
propelling power to give the brain cells th ©

necessary nourishment. AS a consequence, 
old people are afflicted with forgetfulness, 
childishness and other forms of deficient 
mentality. 

Take a person in this state—such as Mr. 
Rice may have been—and it ts extremely 
easy to influence* him without the employ- 
ment of any hypnotic power whatever. The 
very fact of being in constant attendance 
upon them establishes a superior right (in 
their childish minds) to direct them, and 
they do the bidding of the nearest persun. 

Secondly, Mr. Rice had no family or rel- 
atives who could exercise a claim on his 
vast wealth. He was really undecided what 
to do with it. He was old and made an ex- 
cellent subject. Even as Rice’s valet, Jones 
would naturally have exercised a strong in- 
fluence, but with a Knowledge of hypno- 
tism his power would have been without 
limitation. 

Valet Jones may have tried the expert- 
ment of causing Mr. Rice's heart to ceave 
beating. The experiment may have been 
successful. This is only ventured as a mere 
opinion on my part. We do not know, as I 


have said, the limits of hypnotism. Still, if 


we can affect the secretions of the tungs, 
stop or diminish the beatings o7 the heart, 
make persons immune from contagion, why 
cannot the same power be used for the 
taking away of life? 

Experiments such as outlined— 
where death might result the conse- 
quence of hypnotic suggestion—should be 
tried on condemned criminals. We would 
then be able to know just how far hypno- 
science could .go.

The tradition of the blindfolded man who 
was pricked upon the arm and told he was 
being bled, accompanied by the dropping of 
water upon his arm and allowing it to flow 
over it, with successive remarks by the op- 
erators that he was losing so much blood 
and would die, and finally that he was dy- 
ing, resulting in the death of the victim of 
a practical joke, and the other story of the 
students who agreed ‘to tell another student 
that he was ill, everyone meeting him teH- 
ing the same story, the whole performance 
ending in the student going to bed serious- 
ly ill, is another instance ppropos of the 
distressing influence of suggestion. 
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Hypnotists and hypnotism have demon- 
strated an extreme degree of influence and 
control over the mind and nervous system 
of individuals. Extreme degrees, 6uch as 
would result in fatal terminations, have not 
yet been proved. It is not yet proved that 
the subject of hypnotic influences could be 
brought under control without the subject's 
acquiescence. The person hypnotized has 
generally been, so far my observation 
goes, willing to be thrown into the hypnotic 
state, In the beginning of the status hyp- 
noticus there is a voluntary surrender and 
passivity upon the part of the individual 
operated upon. 

There is no doubt that Rice could have 
ben unduly influenced. What Dr. Quacken- 
bos about the contraction of the 
brains of old people is a fact of scientific 
observation. The changes in/the arteries of 
the brain by earthy (or atheronitous) de- 
posits contracts the caliber of the vessels, 
diminishes the nutriton of the brain and 
causes the brain to shrink, producing atro- 
phy, developing feebleness of mind or_im- 
becility and finally senile dementia. 

This condition of the brain impairs the 
memory and restricts the mental operations 
to to past impressions, rather 
than to present ones. Retrospection en- 
gages the mind. The thoughts are based 
upon recurring old impressions, rather than 
new ones. Conscious of the restricted range 
of his mental capacities, and aware of its 
own feebleness, the mind of the extremely 
aged man instinctively leans upon other 
minds about it for support, as the body re- 
lies upon extraneous ald in locomotion, etc. 
He seeks to be assisted in’ mind and: in 
body, and in both the longer he lives the 
longer will he be led by others. 

Murder under hypnotic influences would 
seem rather difficult of accomplishment 
from the fact that so many factors would 
be likely to enter into the crime, as, for ex- 
ample, the probable resistance of the vic- 
tim selected and the defensive methods he 
would employ, hypnotic crime being alto- 
gether, from the very suggestion of the

He ad- 
mitted everything and said his intention 
was to kill us all, take the gold we had 
gathered and go back to Skagway with a 
Story of an Indian killing. He said he was 
repentant and begged hard for us to liet 
him go, promising to get into the wilder- 
ness and live his life out. I used to read to 
him from the Bible and tell him the stories 
of Christ's life and teachings, and it did 
him lots of good. Sometimes'he would cry 
by the hour, with his face buried in the 
blankets. 

At last, when we had given up all hope 
of help from the outside, Hans and I made 
up our minds that we would have to exe- 
cute Dennin ourselves. It was either that 
or turn him loose, and neither one of us be- 
lieved in turning such a red-handed mur- 
derer out to do more damage. 

I told Dennin our decision and said that 
we would hang him Friday—this was 
Wednesday—and he should prepare him- 
self for death. 

He took it hard at first amd we watched 
him with double care during those two 
days, expecting that he would make a try 
for liberty. Thursday night he gave up all 
hope and at Hans’ suggestion I wrote out 
an account of his crime in detail, which I 
read to him. Then we untied his hands and 
he signed it. Hans and I both placed our 
names on the paper as witnesses, and Hans 
got two of the Indians in who added their 
names, or rather their marks. 

The next morning, early, we hung him to 
a tree back of the cabin.

O other game offers so many attrac- 

N tions for women as billiards. It is a 

wholesome pastime. It is an excel- 

lent muscular exercise, and as training for 

the eyes and nerves I should recommend 

billiards enthusiastically for all women— 

even those who are most busied with house- 
hold cares. 

Not every woman—or man, either, for 
that matter—can become a fine billiard 
player. 1 believe that great skill with the 
cue is a talent born, not acquired. But 
every one can. with practice, grow to be a 
good player. The fascination of the game 
soon becomes so great that it ‘is ample re- 
ward in itself. 

No musician, I believe, practices longer 
or more carefully than do I over my bil- 
liard table. I spend from eight to ten 
hours a day in practice. I take up my cue 
every morning at 9 o’clock, and except for 
half an hour's rest at luncheon time [ 
work, or rather play, steadily till 5 p. m. 


That I play well, perhaps, is not my only 
reward. I owe my excellent health to bil- 
liards. 

There is not a muscle in the body which 
is not brought into play in billiards. From 
standing constantly on one's feet one gets 
almost as much exercise as in walking or 
running. I also notice a great strain on 
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the back from the constant stooping. As dresses. 


a result a billiard player is seldom round- 
shouldered. His muscles about the waist, 
the diaphragm and the chest show in the 
exercise. 

The greatest strain comes ypon the arms, 
At first after long practice my arms ached 
from the effort. I how supplement work 
with the cue with dumbbell exercise. This 
should be taken with light dumbbells for 
about twenty minutes on rising. 

Here lies the great advantage of billiards 
for women. It offers an attractive form of 
exercise which may always be at hand asa 
relief from the -monotony and drudgery of 
household cares. It is often inconvenient, 
even when one has plenty of time, to go to 
the golf links or tennis court. The billiard 
table is in one’s own house. There are few 
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other pastimes which can be so thqroughly 
enjoyed in one’s house; certainly not one 
which gives Such excellent exercise.! It is 
significant that billiards is the most pop- 
ular game in the world among physicians. 

To _be a good billiard player a woman 
must dress rationally. One cannot handle 
the cue properly if hampered by too tight 
I find that a short skirt is a very 
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great advantage. The rainy-day or bicycle 
skirt in ¢ommon use is about the proper 
length. In the billiard games played in 
public with my son recently I made the 
mistake of wearing an evening dressrand 
it greatly hampered my movements. ‘It is 
particularly important that a player have 
the freest possible play of the arms. No 
dress can give a woman the same freedom 


of action as a man, and this is always a 
mcre or less serious handicap. 

I would especially recommend billiards 
for their value as a training for the eye 
and the nerves. The ability to anticipate 
situations and possible shots in advance is 
a valuable accomplishment. It trains the 
mind to watch closely and judge quickly. 


One must besides cultivate a true eye for 


calculating angles and distances. Any skill 
of this nature is valuable. 

In playing I always use a 19-ounce cue. 
I prefer one very heavy at the butt and 
with a professional tip. Most women will 
prefer to start with a lighter one. The 
strength which comes from constant bil- 
liard-playing, however,. will soon enable 
them to use heavier cues.

COOKING ONIONS, TRIPE AND EELS

The New Orleans fashion of preparing 
tripe is very much tin favor. Cut one and 
a half pounds of tripe into small pieces and 
fry them in a pan with two ounces of but- 
ter, one chopped onion and a half of a green 
pepper, also chopped. 
for six minutes; then ‘transfer them to a 
saucepan with one chopped tomato, and 
one-half pint of Spanish sauce and season 
with a pinch of salt, a half pinch of pepper 
and a crushed clove of garlic and a bay 
leaf. Cook for 10 minutes and serve with a 
spoonful of chopped parsley on top. Span- 
ish sauce is a mixture of butter, flour and 
good broth, stirred till smooth, simmered 
for about an hour; and put through a sieve, 
when butter is added. - 

Of the fish family, nothing perhaps ranks 
lower with many than the eel. This is no 
doubt largely a matter of looks. Here is @ 
favorite recipe for cooking eels: Cut inte 
three-inch pieces two pounds of mediyme 
sized cleaned eels. Rub the inside of each 
piece with salt. Let them stand half an 
hour, then parboil them. 
a quart of milk and remove the onion, 
Drain the eels from the water and add them 
to the milk. Season with half a teaspoon- 
ful of chopped parsley, salt and pepper and 
a suspicion of mace. Let them simmer un- 
til the flesh of the eels fall from the bone. 

Eels cooked in sailor fashion are cut into 
three-inch pieces and salted. Fry an onion 
brown in a Httle dripping; add half a pint 
of broth to the browned onion, part of a bay 
leaf, six broken pepper corns, four whole 
cloves and a gill of claret. Add the eels to 
this and let them simmer until cookeg. Re- 
move the eels, put them on a hot dish, add 
a teaspoonful of browned flour to the sauce, 
strain and pour over the eels.

Born Feb. 22, 1732, in Westmoreland 
County, Va.; Died Dec. 14, 1799, at 
Mount Vernon. 

EORGE WASHINGTON is. called

“The Father of His Country.’’ He 
was the first President of the Unit- 


el 


ed States, serving two terms and declining 
re-eelction. 

As commander-in-chief of the continental 
armies during the seven years’ war for in- 
dependence he won a military fame which 
made him the logical candidate for Presi- 
dent of the new republic. With his ‘“‘ragged 
continentals’’ he defeated the well-equipped 
veteraftts in the service of George III and 
forced the government of Great Britain to 
acknowledge the independence of the colo- 
nies. 


Washington was the wealthiest American 
of his time. By birth an aristocrat, he es- 
poused the cause of the people. In war and 
in peace he displayed the wisdom that 
makes nations great, and one of his last 
public utterances was an admonition to his 
countrymen to “avoid entangling al- 


liances.’’ 
He was married to a widow, Mrs. Mary 
Custis, but had no descendants. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

Born Feb. 12, 1809, in Hardin (now 
Larue) County, Ky.; died April 15, 
1865, at Washington, D. C.; Assas- 
sinated by John Wilkes Booth. 

INCOLN’ was the sixteenth President 
gs of the United States. His most fa- 
mous state paper was the Emancipa- 

tion Proclamation, the provisions of which 

took effect Jan. 1, 1863, whereby about 4,000,- 
00 negro slaves were liberated and human 
slavery was abolished in the United States, 


Lincoln was born in a hovel and was des- 
perately poor in his childhood. He read all 
the books he could procure. His first public

office was that of postmaster at New 8Sa- 
lem, Ill. He was elected to the Illinois Leg- 
islature in 1834, and President of the United 
States in 1860 and 1864. 

In his youth he was a flatboatman, a rall- 
splitter, a volunteer soldier, a country gro- 
cery owner and a surveyor. For many years 
he practiced law at Springfield, Ill. 

Of Lincoln a celebrated orator has said 
that he was the only man in the history of 
the world who exercised absolute power 
without abusing it. 


DANIEL WEBSTER. 

Born Jan. 18, 1782, in Salisbury (now 
Franklin), N. H.; Ried Oct. 24, 1852, 
at Marshfield, Mass. 

EBSTER’'S chief fame rests upon his 

speech of Jan. 26 and 27, 1830, in the 

Senate of the United States, in re- 

ply to Senator Hayne. The topic of discus: 

sion was John C, Calhoun’'s nullification 
theory. 

Calhoun held that any state had the right, 
within its own boundaries, to nullify an 
act of Congress. Webster took the opposite 
view 

Ww ebater’s address at Plymouth on the an- 
niversary of the landing of the Pilgrims, 
Dec. 22, 1820, placed him at the head of 
American orators. While a student at Phil- 
lips Exeter Academy he had been too bash- 
ful to declaim. 

He taught school in: his youth, but was 
admitted to the bar at the age of 23 and 
shortly became a leading advocate. He was 
elected to Congress in 1812 and to the United 
States Senate In 1827. He was secretary of 
state under Presidents William Henry Har- 
rison, John Tyler and Millard Fillmore. He 
was a senator when he died. 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN. 
Born Jan. 17, 1706, in Boston; Died 
April 17, 1790, in Philadelphia. 
RANKLIN was a many-sided genius. 
Hiis most valuable’ service to 
country was rendered as a diplomat 
in Europe. He was sent as minister pleni-

HENRY CLAY. 
Born April 12, 1777, Near Richmond, 
Va.; Died June 27, 1852, at Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


a WOULD rather be right than Prest- 
dent’’ was Clay’s most famous ut- 
terance. During his long career in 
the United States Senate he strove for the 
gradual abolition of slavery am in 1844 was 
the Whig candidate for President on that 
issue. He held that Congress had no author- 
ity to restrict slavery. As speaker of the 
House of Representatives he earnestly ad- 
vocated the war of 1812, but ever there- 
after he was a strenuous advocate of na- 
tional peace and opposed all war measures. 
Clay's father was a Baptist preacher, who 
died when the b@y was 5-years old. The 
future orator and statesman received but 
a limited education. He began the practice 
of the law at Lexington, Ky., in 1797 and 
was elected to the Legislature in 1804. Two 
vears later, before he had reached the con- 
stitutional age of 30 years, he was ap- 
pointed to the United States Senate to fill 
a vacancy. 

In 1809-10 he filled another senatorial va- 
cancy. In 1811 he was elected to Congress 
and on the first day of the session was 
chosen speaker by a large majority. He 
was sent to Europe in 1814 as peacemaker 
and signed the treaty of Ghent. He con- 


absolutely vold. In the Provincial Congress 
he advised self-government by each colony, 
a confederation and treaties with foreign 
powers. 

Adams led the fight for the adoption of 
the Declaration of Independence and won 
it after a three days’ forensic battle. 

He lived to see his son, John Quincy Ad- 
ams, President of the United States and to 
receive the congratulations, upon that 
event, of his old political enemy, Thomas 
Jefferson. Adams and Jefferson died the 
same day, the fiftieth annivesary of the 
adoption of the Declaration. 


ULYSSES S. GRANT. 
Born April 27, 1822, at Point Pleasant, 
O.; Died in 1885, at Mount McGregor, 
N. Y. 


RANT’S father, who was a tanner, 
named him Hiram Ulysses, but 
through a clerical error he was ma- 

triculated at West Point as Ulysses 58. 

Grant was the eighteenth President of the 
United States and was twice elected, but 
his chief fame was military. Throughout 
the latter half of the Civil war he was 
general in command of the Union armies, 
His persistent policy of pursuing the enemy 
finally resulted in the surrender of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee and the disruption of the 
southern confederacy. 

Two years before the Civil war Grant 
hauled cordwood into St. Louis from his 
farm near Old Orchard and sold it on the 
Streets.

ARRAGUT was the fighting admiral 
of. the United States nav, What 
Grant was to the army Farragut was 

to the navy. For 59 years he served in the

When he was ll years old he became a 
midshipman on the Essex. Three years 
later he was in the fight off Valparaiso, 
March 28, 1814, and his commander, in the 
official report, regretted that Farragut was 
“too young for promotion.”’ 

In the Civil war Farragut arranged the 
blockade of the whole gulf coast and fought 
his way up the Mississippi river. His most 
celebrated engagement was at Mobile, 
where Farragut had himself lashed to the 
rigging of his flagship that he might watch 
ihe progress of the battle. When his second 
in command signaled: ‘“‘We have lost -our 
best monitor: what shall we do?’’ Farra- 
gut signaled back: ““Go ahead.’ 


ROBERT EDWARD LEE. 
Born Jan. 19, 1907, in Westmoreland 
County, Va.; Died Oct. 12, 1870, at 
Lexington, Va. 


EE was urged, early in 1861, to take 
command of the United States army, 
in which he had been for many years 

an efficient officer. He declined, resigned 
his army commission and enlisted in the 
service of the southern Confederacy as soon 
as his native state, Virginia, seceded. 

‘Duty is the sublimest word in our lan- 
guage,’’ wrote Lee, in exQiaiping his course. 
He regarded it as his highest duty to de- 
fend his native state, though he opposed 
her secession. 

Gen. Lee became commander of the Con- 
federate armies and was the chief military 
lieutenant of President Jefferson Davis 
throughout the war. After a struggle 
against great odds fie surrendered his army 
to Gen. Grant. Many authorities consider 
him an abler general than his conqueror. -« 

Lee was graduated from West Point in 
1829 and was continuously in the United 
States army until 1861. Hle was chief en- 
gineer under Gen. Scott in Mexico. For 
three years he was superintendent of the 
military academy at West Point. Shortly 
after his surrender at Appomattox he be- 
came president of Washington College, 
holding that post until his death. 

JOHN JAMES AUDUBON. 
Born About May 4, 1780, in New Or. 
leans; Died Jan. 27, 1851, in New 


York. 

UDUBON was the greatest American 
naturalist. His fame as an ornitholo- 
gist is world wide. His greatest 

work was published in London, beginning 
with the first of the five volumes in 1826, 
entitled ‘‘The Birds of America.’ The work 
contained 448 colored plates, representing 
1065 species of birds, natural size. Cuvier 
said of this work: “It is the most magnifi- 
cent monument ever raised to ornithology.’’ 

Audubon Hved for some years at Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo., and visited St. Louis in 
March, 1847. He did not know the date of 
his birth, but was the son of a rich French 
naval officer. He was educated in Paris, 
returning to the United States in 179% to 
settle on a farm in Pennsylvania and study 
bird life. 

In 1808 he became a merchant in Louls- 
ville, Ky., but was unsuccessful in trade. 
For many years he explored the southern 
und southwestern states, making drawings 
of birds. He made one trip up the Mia- 
sourl river and published the greatest book 
on American birds 

As a means of livelihood Audubon some- 
times resorted to painting portraits and 
giving dancing lessons 

ASA GRAY. 
Born Nov. 18, 1810, at Paris, N. Y.;

The State Archaeological and Historical Society Gains 
Possession of the Most Remarkable and Famous 
Monument of the Ancient Mound Builders 
Existing in the United States Today. 


PEEBLES, Adams County, O., Oct. 2. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 

Post-Rispatch. 

Y a recent vote of the Harvard Cor- 
B poration, the treasurer of Harvard 
College has been authorized to deed 
to the Chio State Archeological and His- 
torical Society the Serpent Mound Park, 
which for the last fourteen years has been 
in the custody of the Peabody Museum in 
Cambridge, thus restoring to Ohio the own- 
ership of the most remarkable and famous 
of the thousands of monuments of the 
ancient Mound Builders which exist within 
her borders. 

The great Serpent Mound les in the 
township of Bratton, overlooking Brusn 
creek, about seven miles from Peebles, the 
nearest railway station. It had been noted 
with wonder by the first settlers, but it 
was not until 1846 that it was measured and 
described by Squier and Davis, who pub- 
lished a report with drawings from surveys 
in the first volume of the Smithsonian 
Contributions to Knowledge. The two ex- 
plorers had found the site of the mound 
covered by a forest. Thirteen or fourteen 
years after their visit a tornado swept di- 
rectly along Serpent Hill, practically sweep- 
ing the forest clear. This led to reclaiminz 
the land for cultivation, but by 1883 it had 
relapsed again to a state of nature and 
was overgrown with sumach and briers. 

In that year Prof. Frederick W. Put- 
nmMam, curator of the Peabody Museum and 
Peabody professor of archeology and eth- 
nology at Harvard, visited the spot in the 
course of a trip which he was making 
through southern Ohio for the purpose of 
examining some of the best known of the 


monuments for which this part 
state is famous throughout the 
world. He was able to make arrangements 
with Mr. Lovett, the owner of the land, 
to have the site cleared Of underbrush, 80 
that for the first time in years the ex- 
traordinary character and grandeur of the 
great seprent was apparent to visitors. 

It has been reckoned that no less than 
13,000 mounds and earthworks, built either 
by the Indians or by the so-called ‘‘pre- 
historic’’' inhabitants of the Mississippi 
valley, are included in the State of Ohio 
alone, But the advance of cultivation, the 
cupldity of seekers after tne buried treas- 
ures which are popularly supposed to be 
hidden under many of these works, and in 
some cases pure vandalism, have put many, 
including, of course, some of the most im- 
portant, in feopardy. An example of this 
last kind of destruction is to be found at 
Marietta, where two great embankments, 
famous among students of American arch- 
eology, have been partly destroyed—one 
having. been built upon and in part leveled, 
and the other made Into bricks. The de- 
struction of the Marietta works seems al! 
the more to be regretted on account of the 
contrast which it offers to the enlight- 
ened wisdom of the pioneers, who, acting 
under the direction of the famous Rufus 
Putnam, had utilized the two embankments 
to form an avenue which they named, in 
the classical fashion of the day, the Via 
Sacra. 

On his return East, accordingly, Profes- 
sor Putnam immediately took every oppor- 
tunity to urge the importance of preserving 
the great serpent. Visiting Adams County 
again in 1885 he found that its destruction

was inevitable unless immediate measures 
were taken for its preservation. He was 
able to secure a contract with the owner 
that it should remain intact for a year, and 
a price for the absolute purchase of the 
land was agreed upon. Going back to Bos- 
ton he enlisted the aid of Miss Alice C. 
Fletcher, well Known for her notable contri- 
butions to the knowledge of Indian life, Miss 
Fletcher, meeting in Newport a few Bos- 
ton ladies, a private circular was issued, 
with the indorsement of the late Francis 
Parkman, the historian of the West, calling 
for subscriptions. As a result, a sufficlent 
sum, amounting to about $6000, was secured 
to buy such land as seemed to be required 
for the purpose in view, and to take steps 
for the preservation of thé serpent, with 
provision fof making thorough excavations 
in the immediate neighborhood. In the end 
some seventy-five acres of land along the 
pike leading from Peebles to Hillsborough 
were purchased, and the whole, under the 
name of the Serpent Mound Park, was 
transferred to the keeping of the Peabody 
Museum in trust. 

This movement not only sakea the great 
serpent itself, but was the cause of stim- 
ulating increased Interest in the preserva- 
tion of the archeological remains of Ohio 
in general. The general assembly, at the 
suggestion of Professor M. CC. Reed of 
Hudson, passed a law in 1888 exempting 
from taxation land in the state, ‘on 
which are situated any prehistoric earth- 
works, and which have been or may here- 
after be purchased by any person, asso- 
ciation or cO&mapany, for the purpose of pres- 
ervation of said earthworks, and are not 
held for profit, but are or shall be dedicated

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to public uses as prehistoric parks. 

Prof. Putnam immediately began work 
to put the mound in the new park contain- 
ing it in a suitable condition as a public 
pleasure ground. The convolutions of the 
serpent were outlined by gravel paths, so 
that they *might be followed from end to 


end without injury to the monument ft- 
self. In the southwest corner of the park 
a pleasant picnic ground was arranged, 
with a spring of water protected by a 
substantial stone springhouse. \ well- 
built road leads diagonally across the park, 
and the whole was put under the care of

a competent keeper. The present transfer 
to the Ohic Archaeological and Historical 
Society is in accordance, of course, with 
the principle that wherever possible his- 
torical sites are more appropriately cared for 
by a local When the Peabody 
Museum took over the property there was 
no such avallable. It came for- 
ward in an emergency, in the interest of 
archaeological science in this country. Its 
work having been done, {ft retires in favor 
of the society which fs now ready 
to take up the task where it is laid down. 
The society, indeed, has for several years 
had the actual care of the park, and the 
present legal transfer is simply in corrob- 
oration of the custodianship. 

Prof. Putnam's explorations tn the vi- 
cinity of the Serpent Mound resulted tn an 
extraordinary number of finds, going back 
from the latest Indian inhabitants to a 
A most Interesting ac- 

sunt of his work in this direction may be 
i -und in an article which he contributed 
to the Century Magazine some years ago, 
as well as in the reports of the Peabody 
Museum. The site of the Serpent well 
agrees in Its striking picturesqueness with 
the romantic ideas of the American Indian 
which have come down to us with many 
an early novel and tale of exploration 
and adventure in the great West. Adams 
County is one of the most beautiful in the 
state. It reminds the visitor more of New 
England in its irregularities of hill and 
dale than of the more level and sweeping 
country west of it. Serpent Hill, as one 
looks up toward it from the cultivated 
meadows on the hither side of Brush 
Creek, rises steep and woody to a height 
of nearly a hundred feet. It is aescent- 
shaped, following the bend of the river 
below it. and the bold turn to the north- 
west is crowned by a sheer cliff of bare 
rock which slopes to a point like the nose 
of some monstrous animal. On the back 
of this rocky spur is the Serpent itself, 
opening its huge jaws as if to swallow the 
great hollow oval or egg before it. The 
bodv winds in broad graceful curves down 
to the coiled tail a the end. There have 
been few observers who have not been im- 
pressed with the re markable grandeur of 
the Mound the rude but strong art 


society. 
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which stretched tt along the level of this 
striking promondtory to be a monument of 
prehistoric man on this continent, as may 
now be honed, for all ages to come. The 
State of Ohio may well be proud that ft 
possesses it and grateful to the disinter- 
ested efforts of the scientists who were the 
reans of preserving it. 

It seems to be generally agreed by ar 
chaeologists that the mound was erected 
for ceremonial and symbolic purposes, and 
was not connected with the idea of sepul- 
ture. In the center of the egg-shaped oval 
is a heap of stones showing the effect of 
fire. This altar (if such it ts), Was once 
much larger than now, having been broken 
up some sixty years ago In some search 
for buried treasure. The oval is 1600 feet 
lone by 80 feet wide, and about four feet 
hich. From the end of the oval to the tip 

.e tall is a distance of 496 feet In an alr 
put 1348 feet if measured from the end 
he oval to the neck of the Serpent and 
thon along all the convolutions of the body. 
From the tip of the upper jaw to the end of 
the tail the Serpent itself measures 1251 fest, 
The average width of the body its about 2 
feet and its height along the head and body 
from four to five feet. From the beginning 
of the tall it gradually decreases in width 
and height until it terminates tn a bank 
about a foot high and not more than two 
feet wide. Prof. Putnam's excavations 
have disclosed the fact that the Serpent 
was erected with great care. Where the 
slope of the ground indicated possible in- 
security in the outlines, the work was 
strengthened with stones, or with clay 
mixed with ashes. 

The Peabody Museum tn Cambridge re- 
tains a memortal of its now terminated 
connection of this great monument of the 
past in the shape of a very beautifully ex- 
ecuted model of the park which it formerly 
owned, done by Ward's Natural Sclence 
establishment in Rochester, N. Y., under 
the supervision of Prof. Putnam, from sur- 
veys by Mr. C. Cowen. It measures aix 
feet six high by four feet eight inches. The 
contour of the land is shown most inter- 
estingly in green, with t{ts forests and cliffs 
and cultivated land and Brush Creek flow- 
ing through the whole. A duplicate of this 


model has also been procured for the Field 
Columbian Museum in Chicago. 
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studied with Prof. Torrey of New York, and

Gray is recognized the world over as one 
of the ablest and most scientific of botan- 
ists. His principal works are “The Ele-

For 10 years he was president of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences. 
He made extensive studies of the flora of 
the West and Southwest. 

JOHN MARSHALL. 
Born Sept. 24, 1755, at Germantown, 

Va.; Died July 6, 1835, in Philadel- 

phia. 


OHN MARSHALL was appointed the 
J first chief justice of the Supreme 

Court of the United States by Presi- 
dent John Adams in 1801, holding the office 
until his death. His decisions on constitu- 
tional questions caused an eminent au- 
thority to say of him that he was “greater 
in wisdom than in learning.’’ As a lawyer 
he had been an earnest expounder of the 
constitution. 

Marshall served as an officer in the 
American revolutionary army for two 
years. In 1789 he was appointed an envoy 
to France. He was an able Federalist in 
Congress in 1799. In 1800 he was successively 
secretary of war and secretary of state. 

In person Chief Justice Marshall was 
tall, ungainly and awkward; in manner ge- 
nial and kindly. 


JONATHAN EDWARDS. 
Born Oct. 5, 1703, at East Windsor, 
Conn.; Died March 22, 1758, at 
Princeton, N. J. 3 


ONATHAN EDWARDS was one of the 
J pioneer metaphysicians and theolo- 
gians of New England. He was a 
Puritan of the Puritans. So strong was his 
predilection for the orthodoxy of the day 
that even in that period of adherence to 
literal interpretation of the Scriptures he 
was driven from his pulpit at Northampton, 
Mass., after 23 years’ service, because he 
insisted that only ‘‘the elect’’ should take 
communion. 

Edwards preached the doctrine of eternal 
hell with such vigor that his ayditors sat 
in fear and trembling. Nervous prostration 
Was common after one of Edwards’ two-

In the painting of heads Stuart rivaled 
Copley. He was a brililant talker, sensitive, 
proud and eccentric. 

ELI WHITNEY.

HORACE MANN.

Died Aug. 2, 1857, at Yellow 
Springs, O. 

T supreme life-work of Horace Mann 


and 


was the upbuilding of the common 

school system of Massachusetts. He 
began life as a lawyer and member of the 
Legislature. In 1837 the Legislature ap- 
pointed a committee to revise and reorgan- 
ize the common school system. Mann was 
made secretary, but in reality he was the 
committee. For 12 years he devoted all his 
time to the work, at a small salary, refus- 
ing opportunities to acquire a fortune in 
other pursuits. 

lie went to Europe in 1843 to study foreign 
school systems. In 1848 he succeeded ex- 
President John Quincy Adams as member 
of Congress from Boston. 

Liorace Mann was chiefly instrumental in 
founding the present system of normal 
schools. 

ROBERT FULTON. 
Born in 1765, in Lancaster County, 

Pa.; Died Feb. 24, 1815, in New 


York. 


S the inventor of steam navigation 
A ‘Fulton lives to fame. His earliest 
predilection was for art. He was a 
painter of miniatures in Philadelphia at the 
age of 17, went to London and became a 
pupil of Benjamin West, and while in IEu- 
rope became interested in canal works. This 
led to the study of methods of navigation. 
In 1803 he tried to build a steamboat on the 
Seine, but was unsuccessful. The idea he 
had conceived 10 years before. 

Fulton bought an engine in France and 
shipped it to New York, where, in 1807, he 
built the “Clermont,”’ the first 
which made five miles an hour up the Hud- 
son river and was the Wonder of the age. 
The inventor spent most of his remain- 


steamboat, 


ing life fighting infringements on his pat- 
ents. Just before his death he built the 
‘‘Demologs,’’ the first war steamer. 


SAMUEL FINLEY BREESE MORSE. 

Born April 27, 1791, at Charlestown, 
Mass.; Died April 2, 1872, in New 
York. 


ROF. MORSE Invented the electric 
p telegraph. Like Fulton, he was a 
painter. After graduating from Yale 
in 1810 he went to London and studied under 
Benjamin West. For many years he was 
president of the National Academy of De- 
sign and professor of fine arts in the Unl- 
versity of the City of New York. 

He was nine years in perfecting his tele- 
graphing apparatus. The first message was 
sent over a line from Washington to Balti- 
more, May 24, 1844. It was: 

‘What hath God wrought?” 

Morse experienced great financial diffi- 
culties in endeavoring to prove the merit 
of his invention. No one would belleve that 
he could send messages many miles 
through a wire. 


ELIAS HOWE. 
Born July 9, 1819, at Spencer, Mass.; 
Died Oct. 3, 1867, in Brooklyn. 


(Through a clerical error Howe was an- 
nounced as one of the 30 elected to the Hall 
of Fame. It has been discovered that he 
lacked four votes of election.) 

OWE invented the sewing machine, 
H the importance of whieh is obvious. 
He worked in Lowell and Boston 


machine shops in early life. He invented the ° 


sewing machine in 1845, working at it in 
poverty and neglect. For a time he was a 
locomotive engineer at small pay in order 
to make living expenses. His health broke 
down. He went to England for two years, 
returning to the United States in hopeless 
poverty to find that his patent had been 
violated. It was not until 1854 that he re- 
covered the money due him. 

Howe served as a private soldier in the 
Seventeenth Connecticut Volunteers during 
the Civil war and won the cross of the 
Legion of Honor.
